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Synopsis of Assam Buranji (164.8-1681 A.DJ 69 



INTRODUCTION. 

This Assam Buranji which has been pub¬ 
lished by the Department of Historical and 
Antiquarian Studies, Assam, covers the period 
from 1648 to 1681 A. D. This period was 
mainly a period of intrigues and revolu¬ 
tions in the history of Assam and the later 
portion of this period was undoubtedly a period of 
chaos and uncertainty. As Gait puts it,— Since 
the death of Chakradhwaj Singha in 1670, i. e„ in 
the short space of eleven years, there had been no 
less than seven kings, not one of them had died a 
natural death,” Naturally historical records of 
this poriod left by chroniclers are very rare and as 
such, this Buranji has a unique value. The main 
object of the publication of this manuscript is to 
offer a comprehensive record of the period in 
question, to the historian who wants to base his 
studies on the original sources of the history of the 
Province. The Buranji gives a very detailed 
account of the period and the events of some of 
the reigns are even recorded month by month. 

The text of this book, has been mainly 
reproduced from an old Assamese manuscript 
obtained from the American Baptist Mission, 
Gauhati, but there has been some collation from 
a transcript obtained from Srijut Anandaram 
Gohain, B. A. 

begins with the reign of Jay a- 
dhwaj Singha who was also known as t'jhagania 
Raja, on account or the fact that he fled from 
his capital during the Mughal invasion. He came 
to the throne by deposing his father whom he ulti¬ 
mately got poisoned to death by a cook. He ruled 
the country with a strong hand, suppressed various 
conspiracies that were formed against him and sent

successful expeditions against the Lakma Nagas ^ 
and the Miris. He received envoys and presents ^ 
not only frOm the Rajas of Jayantia and Cachar 
but also from the Mughal general Mahbat Nawab 
who sent his felicitations to the new king. He was 
a highly religious man and performed an oblation 
at Biswanath and made gifts to the Brahmins. 

But l.he reign of Jayadhwaj Singha wit¬ 
nessed one of the crowning and tragic events in the ? 
history of Assam, viz>^ the invasion of the country 
by the Mughals under Mir Jumla who was the 
most capable military leader of the Mughal army 
of the time. Detailed accounts of this invasion 
have been derived by historians from various 
sources, but this enterprise has been dealt with in 
so many settings that, it will be no doubt interest¬ 
ing to read of the campaign in an ancient manus¬ 
cript. 

When the war of succession broke out 
towards the closing years of Emperor Shah Jahan’s ^ 
reign, Fran Narayan the king of Cooch Behar, 
seized the opportunity of regaining those terri¬ 
tories of his ancestors which were lost to the 
Mughals He sought the help of Durlabh Narayan, 
a chieftain under the Mughals but on his refusal to 
co-operate, Fran Narayan sent his commander 
against him and he had to take the shelter of the 
Ahom king. When Mirza Nathan heard of these 
affairs he sent nis son Jarola who was however 
defeated by Bhabanath, the commander of Fran 
Narayan. Now Pran Narayan proposed to the 
Ahom king to make a simultaneous attack on the 
Mughals at Gauhati and the Ahom king got his 
army and navy ready. Hearing of it the Mughals 
fled, leaving (}auhati. Pandu and Saraighat to be 
occupied by the Ahoms. In the meantime, ^ 
Bhabanath, the commander of Cooch Behar 
stationed himself at Hajo. The Ahom king did 
not like the occupation of any place within 


Kamrup by the Koches and after consulting with 
his nobles and ministers, sent forces against them. 
There was a battle at Agiathuti in which Bhaba- 
nath’s son Aniruddha was killed. Bhabanath was 
forced to fall back on Baralia. From there he 
was driven to Bishnupur, but had to retreat from 
there soon across the Sonkosh which became the 
boundary of the Anom kingdom. Gait tells us 
in his History of Assarn^ hat Fran Narayan pro¬ 
posed an offensive and defensive alliance against 
the Muhammadans and a friendly division of 
their possessions in Assam, he taking the tract 
lying on the north bank of the Brahmaputra and 
the A horns that on the south. Our B'-ranji is 
absolutely silent on any proposal for the divi¬ 
sion of territories It seems that the Koch king 
wanted to retain the tracts that formerly belonged 
to Parikshit.** 

The Ahoms also captured Dhubri from 
Mirza Jawana, the brother-in-law of the Nawab. 
Now Mir Jumla came to Dacca in pursuit of Suja 
and from there he demanded Gauiiati from the 
Ahoms.^ The latter put all the blame for the 
occupation of Gauhati on the Koches and asked 
the Mughals to demand Gauhati only after Cooch 
behar was conquered. Mir Jumla attacked Cooch 
Behar and Pran Narayan had to flee to the hills. 
Bhabanath was made a prisoner and Cooch Behar 
was put under a Fouzdar. 

Mir Jumla now marched to Assam and 
encamped himself near the Manaha. According 
to some historians Mir Jumla’s expedition was

On the death of Nar Narayan, his son Lakshmi 
Narayan became the king of the western Koch kingdom 
and his cousin Raghu Deb retained the kinodom that Jay 
east of the Sonkosh river. On Raghu Deb’s death, his 
son Parikshit assumed the sovereignty of his father’s 
dominion. 
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provoked by the aggressions oftbeAhom king, P 
while according to others, it was only nominally 
so. The latter want to say that the real design 
of Mir Jumla was to conquer Assam and make 
it a base of attack on Burma and China. Our 
chronicler tells us that Mir Jumla sent a message 
that he would not personally take the field against 
Assam but would be satisfied with sending a 
Fouzdar if the Ahoms withdrew from Gauhati. ^ 
It is difficult to say what Mir Jumla would have 
done, if the Ahoms did so. The results of the 
‘would have beens ira history are difficult to 
gauge. 

From Manaha Mir Jumla came to Agiathuti. 

The Ahoms retreated from Pandu-Saraighat and 
thence to Samdhara. The Mughals stationed 
themselves on the bank of Pota Kalang and 
carried on their attack on Simalugarh. Ultima¬ 
tely the fort fell and the Ahoms fled from 
Samdhani after destroying their gunpowder. After 
this event historians describe a naval defeat of 
the Ahoms at Koliabar. It is said that on account 
of the hilly nature of the country at this part, 
the Mughal navy was separated trom its army 
and taking advantage of this isolation, the Ahom 
navy about 700/800 strong made a sudden attack 
on the Imperial fleet. The Mughal army however 
succeeded in sending assistance and the Ahom 
navy was louted. About 300 Ahom vessels were 
captured, while about 21,000 of their crew perished. 

This defeat is described as the most decisive 
blow to the Ahoms in the whole campaign. The 
following paragraph however appears as a foot¬ 
note in Gait’s History of As,mm, p. 132 ,— 

“This naval defeat of the Ahoms is described 
by the Muhammadan historians and by the Dutch ^ 
author of The Loss of the Ter Schelling. It is 
not mentioned in the Buranj^s, which are usually 
perfectly frank in admitting reverses. In some 
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« of them, it is stated that Jayadhwaj Singha ordered 
an attack to be made on the Muhammadan fleet 
but that the Deodhais examined the legs of fowls 
and found the omens unfavourable ; they are 
silent as to what followed, but the defeat may 
be inferred from the subseQuent statement that 
die king was informed of the defeat of his Mnd 
and naval forces.” 

Our Buranji tells us that there was a naval 
battle at Kukurakata and the Ahoms were defeated 
and had to flee away leaving their vessels behind. 
This naval battle of Kukurakata can be identi¬ 
fied with that of Koliabar. In any case our 
chronicler records a naval victory which the 
Mughals scored before they could reach Gargaon, 
Now Mir Jumla reached Gargaon and the 
king fled from his capital. Subsequent attempts 
by the Ahoms to regain their capital failed and 
at last a treaty of peace was agreed upon on 
the folioving terms:— 

(1) The* king must send a princess to the 
Imperial harem, 

(2) The king would pay four lakhs of rupees. 

(3) The king would send ninety elephants. 
Nangcheng, Gabharu, a grand-daughter of 

Momai Tamuli Barbarua, was accordingly sent but 
half the amount of the money to be paid and 
the ninety elephants remained due. Hence the 
three sons of the nobles and the son of the prime 
minister had to be given as hostages. 

There is a good deal of inconsistency with 
regard to the peace terms of the treaty with 
Mir Jumla. Sometimes these terms are highly 
exaggerated. But even then, the terms narrated 
in this Buranji are vague and fall far short of 
^ those that are ascertained from other sources. 

Mir Jumla left Rashid Khan at Gauhati, 
Exhausted by the wearisome expedition he died 
in 1663 A.D. just before he reached Dacca* 
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Jayadhwaj Singha also did not long survive the 'W 
hardships that he had to undergo and his death 
took place after a few months. 

On the death of Jayadhwaj Singha, the Char¬ 
ing Kaja was installed as king. This new Kaja 
was from the very beginning looking for his 
opportunity to overthrow the yoke of the Mughals 
and was making preparations to strengthen his 
position. When the Thanadar at Gauhati demanded ^ 
that part of the indemnity which still remained 
unpaid, the king made up his mind to give battle. 
After a severe fight the fort of Itakhuli was occu¬ 
pied and the Mughals were massacred. The Thana¬ 
dar fled, but he was pursued and had to submit.. 
Saraighat was fortified and the king returned to 
Koliabar where another fort was constructed by the 
side of the Kalong. 

In the month of Bahag Saka 1591, Ram Singha 
arrived and started the battle of Saraighat. Details 
of this battle are not given in this Buranji. 
Chakradhwaj Singha died in that year and was 
succeeded by his brother who assumed the name 
Udayaditya Singha. Ram Singha retreated to Ranga- 
mati after carrying on fruitless fighting for a year. 

Udayaditya Singha’s reign is interesting on 
account of the emergence of a certain Bairagi who 
was reputed to be capable of performing occult 
sciences. According to traditions, he possessed 
supernatural powers and could even suspend him- ^ 
self unsupported in the air The king became a 
devoted disciple of the Bairagi and at his direction 
many of his officers and nobles followed his example. 
Some of the nobles and the Brahmin devotees 
did not relish this and conspired against the king. 

The king’s younger brother joined with the conspira¬ 
tors who killed several royal guards and officers., 

The king and the queen were taken to the hills 
and were put to death. Then the Bairagi was 
also killed. 


Udayaditya Singha's younger brother now 
succeeded to the throne under the name of Rama- 
dhwaj Singha and Debera, the ring leader of the 
canspiracy was made the Barbarua. Next we have 
an account of the activities of Debera. He had 
Ramadhwaj Singha poisoned to death and soon 
after killed also his successor, a prince from Sama- 
guri who was installed as a king by Debera himself. 
He then, put a Tungkhungia prince on the throne 
and cruelly put to death several officers. The 
Barphukan was alarmed at the supremacy of 
Debera and persuaded the Buragohain to put an 
end to this reign of terror. The Buragohain took 
the field and Debera gathered an army and pro¬ 
ceeded to meet him. But his army deserted him 
and he was taken prisoner, severely punished and 
put to death. This reign of conspiracies, executions 
and murders did not come to an end with the 
execution of Debera. 

The Buragohain consulted his nobles and put 
on the throne a Dihingia prince as the king. 
The new king was christened as Suhungpha. 
This king’s reign was of very short duration. 
There was a conspiracy which was suppressed but 
soon after the king’s army had to suffer a defeat 
at the hands of certain disaffected men from 
Saraighat. The king’s eyes were pulled out and 
according to our Buranji, he died a natural death 
after that. Gait says that his eyes were put out 
and he was afterwards stoned to death. But at 
the foot-note, he observes that according to another 
account be committed suicide after he had been 
deprived of his eyesight. In one of the manuscri¬ 
pts of this Department, it is stated that the 
agonised king in rage and despair beat his head 
to pieces against a stone. 

In the month of Sravan 1598 Saka, the Par- 
batia Raja was installed as king and he took the 
name of Sujinpha. This king was badly maimed 
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by a thief but he survived. His reign witnessed ^ 
the construction of the fortress which became 
known as Chintamani Garh. Laluk Barphukan 
entered into a conspiracy with the Mughals and 
in March 1679 surrendered the fort of yaraighat 
to them. He then proceeded to Gargaon and put 
a prince from Samaguri known as Sulikpha Lora 
Baja, on the throne. The Parvatia king was put 
to death at the orders of the new king. ^ 

I may mention here that names of the 
Dihingia prince and the Parvatia Raja are given 
by Gait as Sujinpha and Sudaipha respectively. 
These agree with the names of those princes 
given in two other publications of this Deparment. 

The names given in this Buranji however agree 
with those given in some other unpublished 
manuscripts. 

Our Buranji ends with the short reign of 
Sulikpha Lora Raja who was soon deposed to 
make room for a more worthy prince of the % 
Tungkhungia clan known as Gadapani. With 
the accession of Gadapani or Gadadhar Singha 
the period of chaos and disorder in the history 
of Ahom rule came to an end and I commend 
the reader to look up the Tungkhunqia Buranji^ 
published by this Department, for detailed accounts 
of the period that followed. 

I take this opportunity of expressing my 
unreserved thanks to the two Assistants, Srijut 
Basudev Misra, B.L, and Srijut Madhab Chandra 
Barooah, of the staff of the Department of 
Historical and Antiquarian Studies, Assam, who 
greatly helped me to bring this manuscript to light.

SYNOPSIS. 

CHAPTER I. 

SWAEGADEO JAYADHAJ SINGHA 
( Also known as Bhagania Raja,) 

1571-1585 Saka; 1648-1663 A.D. 

Bhagania Raja became king after deposing 
his father. The chief queen and her son Kukure- 
khowa Gohain were crushed to death. In the 
month of Aghon, he had his father poisoned to 
death by the cook. 

In the month of Chait, a conspiracy was 
formed hy certain persons but was repressed. 

In the month of Bahag, the coronation was 
held and the king assumed the name Sutamla. 
There was rejoicing for seven days. 

In the month of Jeth, the Ghungis were 
subdued 

In the month of Bbadra, the Kachari envoys 
came with presents to pay homage to the Ahom 
king. The latter also sent them back with 
presents and a letter. 

In the month of Kartik, presents were made 
to the Brahmins, 
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In the month of Aghon, Suban and Lochan 
came with presents to pay their homage and were 
received by the king. Then a tank was excavated 
at Kathalbari. 

In the meantime Shaikh Kartuk was 
replaced by Mahbat Nawab who sent presents and 
homage to the king. 

In the month of Jeth of Saka 1573, an 
expedition was sent to punish the Lakma Nagas 
for murdering two Ahom subjects. A Naga 
village was burnt but the Ahom party had to 
retreat when the Nagas attacked them. 

In the month of Saon, the Jayantia envoys 
arrived. They were received by the king in a 
gorgeous style. The envoys informed the king 
of the request of the Jayantia Raja for the pro¬ 
vinces of Dimarua, Gobha Nelli and Khola. The 
king declined to give them back with the words 
“It has been a tradition that kings make friend¬ 
ship by exchanging princesses, elephants, horses 
and other presents and not by ceding territories.” 

In the iKonth of Jeth of Saka 1574, the 
submission of the Nagas was brought about. 

After that the king became busy with 
various activities. He had a tank excavated at 
Bhatiapar He partook in an elephant shikar and 
captured 160 elephants. 

In Puh of Saka 1575, a conspiracy against the 
king was formed by a few persons but they were 
arrested and killed. 

In Magh, another expedition headed by th# 
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king’s father-in-law Ao Gohain, was sent against 
the Lakma Nagas. There were several clashes 
with the Nagas. In Fagun, the king himself 
proceeded to Namchang. The Nagas got frigh¬ 
tened and shouted from the top of the hill declaring 
their submission. They sent a princess but 
refused to come down, promising that they would 
meet the king at Gargaon. On the return of the 
king to Gargaon, they were summoned but they 
replied that they would go afterwards. 

In Bahag of Saka 1576, the Miris killed some 
Ahom subjects. So the king sent some men 
against them. The Miris were subdued and gave 
twelve persons in place of half the number whom 
they killed. They also agreed to pay an annual 
tribute of bisons, dogs, beads, ‘Jin’ cloth and 
swords. 

In Saka 1578, a conspiracy was formed but 
the king suppressed it with great severity and 
cruelty. 

Towards the latter half of Aghoii, the king 
made a tour of tk > country. He also partook in 
an elephant shikar and captured 240 elephants. 
In Bisw’anath he performed an oblation. In Guna- 
karkata he dreamt of Mahadeo who was asking 
for an elephant. He accordingly sent an elephant 
to Biswanath after proper rituals. 

At this time a quarrel broke out between 
Parbat Rai and the Jayantia Raja Jasamanik. 
Parbat Rai asked for help from the Raja of Gobha 
who refused it on the ground that Parbat Rai was 
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not yet the Raja of Jayantla. On this refusal, w 
Parbat Rai raided and destroyed some Gobha 
villages. The Raja of Gobha appealed to the 
Kachari king for help and the latter asked him 
to come over to the Kachari kingdom and sent 
•even thousand soldiers to escort him. But some 
Ahom officials prevented the Raja cf Gobha from 
proceeding there and he had to come to the Aliom 
king and seek his protection. The Ahom king 
passed orders to establish him at Khagarijan and 
it was done so by the Phukan. 

In the month of Bhadra of Saka 1581, a 
quarrel broke out among the sons of Shah Jahan, 
the Moghul Emperor, for the throne of Delhi. 
Ultimately, Aurangzeb became the emperor after 
the others were slain. During this confusion 
Prannarayan, the king of Cooch Behar saw an 
opportunity of regaining the territories of his 
ancestors which were lost to the Moghuls and 
asked Durlabhnarayan, a chieftain under the 
Moghul Emperor to join hands with him. On 
the refusal of the latter to do so, Prannarayan 
sent Bhabanath Karzi against him. He with 
another chieftain Harinarayan fled to Beltola. The 
Karzi stayed at Madati. The Ahom king sent 
piesents to the chieftains at Beltola. 

When Mirza Nathula heard of these affairs 
he sent his son Jarula against Bhabanath. A battle 
was fought at Madati and Jarula had to retreat. 

Prannarayan sent a proposal to the Ahom 
king to make a simultaneous attack on the

Moghuls who were stationed between his kingdom 
and that of the Ahoms. The A horn king ordered 
his army and navy to become ready. When the 
Moghuls learnt this, they fled away. The Ahoms 
occupied Gauhati, Pandu and Saraighat and a 
large number of cannon, swords, bows and 
arrows, horses, balls, etc, and immense quantities 
of gunpowder, gold and silver fell into their hands. 
Bhabanath Karzi also came and stationed himself 
at Hajo. Hearing this the Ahom king after con¬ 
sulting his ministers and officials sent men against 
him and he was driven away across the Sonkosh 
which became the boundary of the Ahom kingdom 
from that time. 

Prannarayan took Dhubri by defeating Mirza 
Jawana, the brother-in-law of the Nawab. The 
Ahoms in their turn captured it from the Koches. 

At this time Jasanarayan sought refuse of 
the Ahoms. Pie was established at Bi joy pur but 
after a year he left for the Moghul territory. 

In the month of Ahar, Durlabhnarayan 
came and paid his homage to the Ahom king. In 
that month Birnarayan’s son was made the Raja 
of Beltola under the name of Gandharbanarayan. 
The Ahoms constructed several fortifications to 
resist the Koches and Dharma Rajahs son was 
established as the Raja of Bishnupur under the 
name of Mahidharnarayan. Some families of 
Kamrup were removed to Upper Assam, as their 
land had been the bone of contention between the 
Ahoms and the Moghuls. 
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At this tiime, Mir Jumla who pursued Shuja, 
came to Dacca and sent an envoy to the Ahom 
king demanding Gauhati. The latter replied that 
Gauhati was taken possession of by the Koches 
and not by the Ahoms and hence Cooch Behar 
had to be conquered before Gauhati could be taken. 
Mir Jumla attacked Cooch Behar and Prannarayan 
fled to the hills. After a few days he submitted 
and promised to pay a tribute of two lakhs of 
rupees. An agent was left and Bhabanath Karzi 
was taken away as a prisoner 

Mir Jumla proceeded and stationed himself 
near the Manaha. The Ahoms retreated to Pandu- 
Saraighat. Mir Jumla arrived at Agiathuti and 
the Ahoms retreated again from Pandu-Saraighat 
to Samdhara. The king dismissed his father-in- 
law from command and appointed Bargohain 
commander on the north and Ao Gohain on the 
south Tamuli Doloi was appointed to the naval 
command. The Ahoms took their position at 
Samdhara and the Moghuls stationed themselves 
near Pota Kalang and carried on their operations 
from Simalugarh. After keeping watch for a time 
the Moghuls arrived at Dijo and the Ahoms after 
destroying their store of gunpowder retreated to 
Sola. The Moghuls arrived at Kukurakata and 
there a naval battle took place^ The Ahoms being 
defeated fled to Gargaon leaving their boats 
behind. 

The king now fled to Raisa but as the tamp 
at Raisa caught fire, he went to Tipam. The 
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Moghuls arrived at Gargaon and after plundering 
^ it for two months they proceeded to Eokobari. The 
king fled to Namrup and ordered that his men 
should murder the Moghuls wherever they were 
found. In various places detachments of Ahoms 
kept on harassing the Moghuls. 

Bez Doloi Bhandari Barua who wanted to 
^ submit to the Moghuls, was arrested, taken to 
Namrup and was cut to pieces. 

The Moghuls drove away the Ahoms from 
Dilih and stationed themselves at Dihing. At 
Murakata, Bahgoria Buragohain gave a fight 
with the Moghuls but was beaten and had to flee 
away. 

Now the A horn ofificialsj ministers and 
^ Tipam Raja held a discussion and sent proposals 
of peace to Mir Jumla, 

Mir Jumla demanded the king’s daughter 
for the Emperor, four lakhs of rupees and ninety 
elephants. The king accepted the demand. 

Nangcheu Gabharu, the king’s daughter and 
a grand-daughter of Momai-Tamuli Barbarua 
through the female line, was sent for the Empe¬ 
ror’s son. A large number of servants and 
immense doweries were also sent. But only half 
the amount of ‘Jaigir’ was paid and the ninety 
elephants also remained due. Pending the pay¬ 
ment of these dues, four princes—the sons of 
f the three nobles and the prime minister were 
made over to the Moghuls, 

Mir Jumla returned to Gauhati and leaving 
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Rashid Khan there returned to Bengal. He died 
just before he reached Dacca. 

Now the king returned to Bakata. He 
dismissed the Bargohain, beating him with the 
blunt side of his sword and severely punished 
various other officers 

The Nawab of Bengal sent “Chirpao” to 
the Ahom king per two envoys who were also 
joined by other two from Rashid Khan at Gauhati. 
The king was unwilling to wear the clothes sent 
by the Moghul Emperor but asked his men to bring 
the envoys from Gauhati. 

The king however fell ill and after nine days 
of suffering died in the month of Kartik in 
Saka 1585. 


CHAPTER II. 

SWARGADEO CHAKRADHAJ SINGHA 
1585-1591 Saka ; 1663 to 1669 A.D. 

On the death of Jayadhwaj Singha, his 
brother by relation, the Charing Raja was placed 
on the throne. He was named Supungmung and 
also assumed the Hindu name of Chakradhwaj 
Singha. 

The Moghul envoys refused to hand over the 
“Chirpao'^ to the new king and demanded that 
five elephants are to be sent to the Emperor if 
‘‘Chirpao” had to be given and the king must wear 
the same in their presence. 
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The king wanted to avoid the wearing of 
the ‘ Chirpao” and consulted his officers and 
nobles. The latter advised him to pretend illness 
and decided also to offer some bribes to the envoys. 
The envoys agreed and they were taken to the 
royal court. The envoys of the Emperor were 
taken to a secret chamber, Rashid Khan’s envoys 
being left at the audience-hall. From there the 
‘Ohirpao” was removed to the store-house. 

The Moghul envoys were sent back with 
presents. Two Ahom envoys, Sanatan and Chandra 
Kandali accompanied them. After the return of 
these Ahom envoys from Delhi, Rashid Khan 
was removed from Gauhati and Saiyid Piroj and 
Saiyid Chala were installed there. 

Lachit, the son of Momai-Tamuli Barbarua 

was made Barphukan. 

The three sons of the Ahom nobles died 
at Gauhati and Maupia, the son of the minister 
only survived. Now the king consulted with 
his ministers and decided to attack the Moghuls 
as the Thanadar of Gauhati used strong words 
in spite of the fact that only a small part of the 
indemnity still remained unpaid 

Orders were passed accordingly and a severe 
battle ensued at (jrauhati. After a strenuous fight 
the fort of Itakhuli was occupied and the Moghuls 
were massacred. The Thanadar fled with his men 
but the Ahoms proceeded along the Manaha and 
surrounded them. The Thanadar submitted. Maupia 
was rescued and sent back an a large booty was 
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collected. The Moghul officers were taken prisoners, 

but Saiyid Piroj died and the rest headed by 
Saijid Chala and Dewan Bux paid their homage 
to the king. 

Saraighat was fortified and the king left 
for Gajpur, From there he proceeded to Koliabar. 
There he had a fort constructed by the side of 
the Kalang. 

The king had a road constructed from Telia- 
donga to Jajimukh and a town built by the side of 
the Subansiri. He visited Manipur in 1590 Saka. 

In the month of Bahag, 1591 Saka, Ram 
Singha arrived and started the battle of Saraighat 
He was unsuccessful in the battle but the Moghuls 
damaged the Ahom fort near the Mali tank. 
But an attack on the Ahom soldiers was success¬ 
fully repulsed. An attempt to damage the fort at 
Saraighat failed. The Ahoms, however, suffered a 
reverse at Alaboi. Chakradhwaj Singha died in Bha- 
dra, 1591 Saka. 


CHAPTER III. 

SWARGADEO UDAYADITYA SINGHA 
Saka 1591-1595 ; 1669-1674 A.D. 

His brother became king. He was christened 
as Sunyatpha andassurrjed the Hindu name IJdaya- 
ditya Singha. Ram Singha demanded Gauhati. 
But being worsened in battle for one year, he 
retreated to Rangamati, 
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The king sent an expedition under the 
Barbarua against the Dufflas, At that time 
Lachit died at Gauhati and his brother was 
installed as the Barphukan. 

The Duffla expedition was not a success 
and the Barbarua was dismissed. 

Another expedition was sent against the 
Miris who were brought to submission. 

A certain Bairagi whose antecedents were 
not known appeared on the scene. The king’s 
faith in him was aroused and he and many of 
his nobles became the Bairagi’s disciples. The 
Brahmin devotees were offended and conspired 
against the king. The younger brother of the king 
joined in the conspiracy. Several royal guards and 
officers were killed and ultimately in Bhadra of 
Saka 1595, the king and the queen were taken 
to the hills and put to death. The Bairagi was 
then killed.

SWARGADEO RAMADHWAJ SINGHA 
1595-1596 Saka ; 1674 AD. 

The younger brother now ascended the 
throne. He was christened as Suklampha and 
assumed the Hindu name Ramadhwaj Singha. 
The king was informed of a plot by the Bargohain 
in favour of the Charing Raja. Both the Bar- 
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gohain and the Raja were put to death with¬ 
out any enquiry. 

The king went to Galpughat and performed 
penance. After that he fell ill and Debera had 
him poisoned to death by the cook. 


CHAPTER V. 

DEBERA BARBARUA’S SUPREMACY 
1596-1597 Saka; 1674-1675 A.D. 

Debera put to death many officers and 
gentlemen. In Bahag, the remains of Ramadhwaj 
Singha were buried together with the Bargohain’s 
daughter and Ao Gohain’s grandson. 

Debera brought a prince from Samaguri 
and installed him as king. 

The Tipam Raja who marched and arrived 
at Dalauguri was defeated and killed. 

Several officers from Saraighat were put 
to death. 

Then Debera killed the king together with 
his wife who was a daughter of Momai-Tamuli 
Barbarua. 

In the month of Bahag of 1597 Saka, Debera 
brought a Tungkhungia prince and put him on 
the throne. Lau Deka, a son of Momai-Tamuli 
Barbarua was crushed to death. 

Then Debera sent for the Barphukan. The 
messengers warned the Buragohain that the 
intention of Debera was to put the Barphukan 
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to death. The Barphukan persuaded the Bura- 
gohain to help him and they marched to Upper 
Assam. Debera gathered an army and proceeded 
to meet them. But his soldiers deserted him and 
he was taken a prisoner. After a trial, he was 
greatly punished and put to death. Many of his 
followers were also executed. 


eiftPTER ^1. 

SWARGADEO SUHUNGPHA DIHINGIA RAJA 
1597-1598 Saka ; 1675-1676 A,D. 

Then the Buragohain consulted the other 
nobles and installed a Dihingia prince as the king. 
This king ruled only for a month. He was chris¬ 
tened as Suhungpha. A new Barbarua was appoin¬ 
ted. Festivities were held for seven days and 
1he nobles and the officers were given various 
presents according to their rank. 

The Buragohain was informed by the 
Phukans that suspicion had been aroused in the 
king s mind by the queen and hence the king had 
taken all sorts of precaution. 

The Buragohain was unwilling to join any 
conspiracy but tried to find out from the king the 
person who poisoned his mind. The king on the 
othei hand arranged to arrest them. Hearing of 
it, the Phukans approached the Buragohain and 
it was with great reluctance that the latter joined 
in a rising against the king. The Buragohain

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attacked the king’s palace with his men but the 
attack was repulsed, the king personally fighting 
very bravely. 

After this the king pardoned many of tho 
conspirators but they had to take oath of allegi¬ 
ance, both in Hindu and Ahom fashion. The king 
went to Teliadong. 

The Buragohain who escaped to Lakhaii 
was joined there by some officers from Saraighat. 
From Lakhan, the Buragohain came to Dewargaon, 

The king sent his nobles to persuade the 
Buragohain to come under a promise not to harm 
him. But the Buragohain refused to come, From 
Teliadong the king went to Chinataligarh. There 
the men from Saraighat attacked him and the 
king’s army was beaten. The king came to 
Gargaon and the men from Saraighat pursued him. 
and stopped at Sakbari NaosaL 

The nobles urged the Buragohain to become 
king, but he refused on the ground that he was 
not of royal blood. 

The king’s eyes were pulled out and then 
he died. 



SWARGADEO SUJINPHA PARVATIA RAJA 
1598-1602 Saka; 1676-1680 A.D. 


In the month of Sravtn, 1598 Saka, the 
Parvatia Raja was installed as king. He took the 
name of Sujinpha. 
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In Bahag, a thief made an attack on the king 
who was badly maimed, but survived. 

In 1600 Saka, he had a stone bridge construc¬ 
ted over the Dijoi. In that year a fortress was 
built, which extended from Solaguri to Dihing, The 
king named it Laimati but it became better known 
as Chintamani. 

Thereafter Laluk Barphukan of Gauhati and 
his brother entered into a conspiracy and invited 
the Nawab of Bengal to take possession of the fort 
at Saraighat. The Nawab’s son Prince Azam 
agreed to attack Assam and promised to pay 
rupees four lakhs in exchange of the fort. 

When the king heard of the attack by the 
Moghuls he sent his nobles and the Phukans. In the 
month of Pagun the Barphukan delivered the fort to 
the Moghuls and proceeded towards Upper Assam. 
The Moghuls were afraid of entering the fort but 
the Barphukan’s brother forced them to do so. 

The nobles arrived at Biswanath and the 
Fhukans at Duimunisila, The officers from Sarai¬ 
ghat also reached that place and captured two Ahom 
officers and sent them to the Moghuls. The Bar¬ 
phukan also had the Buragohain brought under 
arrest from Nejubaj, 

The Barphukan appointed some new officers 
and proceeded towards Gargaon. After reaching 
that place he installed a prince from Samaguri as 
king in the month of Kartik in 1602 Saka. The 

Parvatia king was killed under the orders of the 
new king. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

SWARGADEO SULIKPHA LORA RAJA 
1602-1603 Saka; 1680-1681 A.D, 

Many were punished under the orders of 
Laluk Barphukan. He also appointed some new 
officers. 

Prince Azam sent envoys to the Barphukan 
arid the latler received them wearing the orna¬ 
ments which used to be worn by the king. 

The officers of the Barphukan conspired aga¬ 
inst him and had him murdered on the 10th day of 
Aghon. His brother Marangi Phukan was excused 
as he submitted to all the officers. Another 
brother, Bhatdhara fled to Bengal and sought the 
protection of the' Nawab. Prince ^zam allowed 
him to stay promising to consider his case m the 
future. As no decision was made, Bhatdhara and 
his son came to Kaliabar via Jayantia. In the 
month of Jeth, 1603 Saka, he was captured by the 
Phukans and sent up. 

In the month of Sravan, the Phukans con- 
spired and installed the Bura Raja of the Tung- 
khungia clan as king at Koliabar. Lora Raja 
was banished to Namrup.
